In a letter to the public, the Com­ 
mittee on Recruitm ent and E n l i s t ­ 
ment of the Duluth Council of De­ 
fense makes these statements: 
“ Th** president has called for 700,- 
000 volunteers to till up the army a n i

call for Volunteers to he made for the 
great war as all other forces will be 
raised by universal service methods. 
Drafted men are not to be put in 
the regular army or national guard 
unless volunteers fail to come fo r­ 
ward in sufficient numbers. 
“ The spirit of a state or county 
and its support of the gov er nm ent in 
this war will be judged largely by 
the response to this call. 
“ This call is urgent.

partment says the men must be ob­ 
tained within less than thirty days.

the arid

states sought to permit settlers to ob­ 
tain larger tracts of land so that they 
might 
bt* utilized 
for grazing 
pur.

T here still lurks Ut the minds of 
m any men in the east the Idea that 
western men are trying to “gobble'’ 
the rem aining public lauds. 
It is an 
unfortunate fact that little desirable 
public land is now available for set 
t lenient and cultivation unless it Is lr 
rlgnbsl or drained, much being too dry 
and other portions too wet.
